Self- 
restraint and self-sacrifice are the key- 
notes of the nation’s attitude, Men, 
women and children ure proud to do 
their part in saving food and in in- 
creasing production. In both direct~ 
ions the national effort is sustained at 
a supremely high pitch.

More Weight Three Years Ago 


If the pope, immediately after his 
election in September, 1914, had is- 
sued the appeal for peace which he 
now makes, it would have been an 
act of Christian statesmanship 
worthy of the reat organization 
which he heads. At that time peace 
on the basis of the status quo ante 
without reparation, with an agrees 
ment for general disarmament, on 
the broad principle of forgive and 
forget might have been possible, so 
far as the allies are concerned. It 
would have failed probably through 
the scornful rejection by Germany, 
who was then looking forward to an 
easy and early triumph and the mas- 
tery of the world, but it would have 
established the influence of the Vati- 
can in the right quarter. 

Three years of war, however, with 
its experiences of every form of 
frightfulness and = savagery, lave 
made it quite impossible for the civ- 
ilized world to place the confidence 
in Germany which it might have 
given then or to feel that it can

| Belgian Industry 


German Plundering of Every Line of 
Trade and Commerce 

The Germans are continuing to 

“keep ir hand” with vigor and min- 


utia the interests of the Belgian pop- 
ulation and, it must be admitted, their 


|“solicitude” is especially noticeable in 


Flanders, which is not at all surpris- 
ing, since they have gained them a 


separate adininistration. ? 


On June 18 the frontier correspon- 
dent of the Antsterdam Telegraaf 
sent to his paper the following infor- 
mation which was published ander 
the heading of “The Belgian Indus- 
try’s Death Blow”: : 

“We have mentioned some time 
ago the requisitioning by the Ger- 
mans of all articles consiting in cop- 
per and of all precious metals. Sat- 
urday the burgomasters of all the 
communes in the military area in the 
eastern and western Flanders and in 
a section of the Hainaut, have been 
compelled to make a declaration of 
a certain portion of the full existing 
supply of raw iron, of flat iron, of 
stecl, of tin and of machinery. 

“According to an ordinance of the 
chief commander of the fourth army, 
van Armin, all this matcrial is re- 
wretched —requisi- 
to 
the Belgian industry, comprises the 
following articles: Raw iron of all 
kinds, bar iron, tin and steel of ev- 
ery thickness and dimensions, sheet 
: cast 
pieces, all the fixtures, both on win- 
dows and doors, locks of all kinds 
as well as padlocks, for every quan- 
tity exceeding twenty-four pieces be- 
longing to any and the same owner; 
every kind of small wares, such as 
nails, screws, brackets, for every 
quantity exceeding the total weight 
of five kilos, belonging to the same 
tools of every description 
such as gimlets, awls, axes, files, 
pincers hammers, wimbles, cocks and 
pump fixtures, building tools of all 


|kinds for carpenters, locksmiths, far- 


fitters, terrace- 
makers, masons, stone cutters, cop- 
persmiths, glaziers, building painters 
and decorators for every quantity ex- 
ceeding six pieces, belonging to the 
same proprietor, Besides, they re- 
quisition also steel of every kind in 
bars or in ingots and shéet iron of 
all description. 

“It is, therefore, a methodical plun- 
dering of every line of trade and 
commerce, No indemnity has, as yet, 
been mentioned The e*Zressor only 
states that the réguisitioned articles 
y the local kom- 
mandatur against remittance for the 
goods received. . The delinquencies 


| shall be punished by a maximum im- 


prisonment for five years, by a fine 


jnot exceeding 30,000,marks and by 


the forfeiture of all,goods not de- 
clared or withdrawn from the requi- 
sition of building implements, 

“The .«< division inspector, von 
Schickfus, notifies all the inhabitants 
of Flanders that it is forbidden te 
continue the construction of houses 
toanufacturers or ether buildings for 
the civilian population.

Helfrich Replies 
To Lloyd George 


Says British Premier's Latest Statis- 
tics ate Mere Humbug 


Vice-Chancellor Helffrich tig | 
debate before the main committee 
the Germar reichstag said the reason 
Great Britain entered the war was 
that Germany’s trade would in 1917 
presumably have reached the level of 
the trade of Great Britain. 

“This war,” the vice-chancellor 
said, “is the result of tension created 
by the fact that Great Britain pe 
constantly feeling the qiering and 
increasing disproportion between her 
superior world and naval power and 


Germany's increasing economic 
strength, 5 
“One ought clearly to recognize 


that Great Britain’s object was our 
economic oppression. To abandon 
oneself to any illusion in this respect 
would be fateful.” 

Dr. Helfferich repudiated as un- 
justified the reproach that he ever 
made any prophecies respecting the 
efficacy of the German subimarine 
warfare. 

“Prophesying,” he said, “I leave to 
Great Britain’s premier. Lloyd 
George’s statictics in his latest speech 
are mere humbug. If the British 
premicr, contrary to his declarations 
in April, now draws a favorable pic- 
ture of the situation—although it 
certainly has not become more fav- 
orable—this proves first that public 
fecling in Great Britain urgently 
needs to be comforted and second 
that Lloyd George considers it neces- 
sary to play upon German public op- 
inion. 

“This impression is confirmed by 
the obvious consideration that Pre- 
mier Lloyd George's words can only 
be explained by the same direct 
menace which operates despite the 
prospect of American aid, in the 
tremendous dash on the western 
front, with an immense concentra- 
tion of men, and material. This 
menace is not so much on land or 
in the air as it is in the water. The 
opinion shared by Mr, Lloyd George 
that fine weather is particularly fav- 
orable for U-boat activity is a mis- 
taken one, Smooth seas and lulls in 
the wind are very disagreeable for 
German U-boats especially in view 
of the enemy's extensive measures 
regarding aircraft in particular, 

“The navigation of ships under es- 
cort obstructs the scope of U-boats, 
of course, but it also involves con- 
siderable disadvantage for the enemy 
owing to the fact that such a flotilla 
is unhandy and has difficulty in 
Pgcti! the submarine attack quick- 
y. 

“As sea traffic diminishes  sink-

Today the sinking of even 
a single ship is felt much more in- 
tensely by the entente than at the 
beginning of the U-boat war. The

Military Service Act, 1917 


Explanatory Announcement by the 
Minister of Justice ‘ 


HE MILITARY SERVICE ACT has received the assent of the 

Governor-General and is now part of the law of the land. It will be 

enforced accordingly, and the patriotism and good sense of the 
people can be relied upon to support it. Resigtance to its enforcement, 
however. by word or act must and will be repressed, as resistance to any 
other law in force must be. 


Reinforcements under the Military Service Act 
immediately required 


It is the intention of the Government immediately to exercise the 
power which the Act confers and to call out men for military service in 
order to provide reinforcements for the Canadian forces. This is neces- 
sary since the military authorities report that the reserves available or 
in sight for reinforcement will shortly be exhausted unless this step be 
taken. 


First call limited to men between 20 and 34 who were 
unmarried or widowers‘without children on 
July 6, 1917 


The present call will be limited to men not in the schedule of excep- 
tions who were unmarried or widowers without children on 6th July,1917; 
ere at least twenty years of age, and were born on or since January Ist, 
1883, Of this Class all those will be entitled to conditional exemption 
whose services in their present occupations, agricultural, industrial or 
other, are essential in the national interest, and whose business or domes- 
tic reponsibilities are such that serious hardship would ensue if their 
services be required, Conscientious scruples based upon a prohibition 
of combatant service by the articles of faith of the religious denomination 
to which men belong will also be respected. The men first required to 
serve will consequently be those who can be called upon with the least 
Gisturbance of the economic and social life of the country. 


Civil Tribunals to deal with exemptione 


Questions of exemption will be determined, not by the military 
authorities or by the Government, but by civil tribunals composed of 
representative men who are familiar with local conditions in the com- 
munities in which they serve, who will generally have personal knowledge 
of the economic and family reasons which those whose cases come before 
them have had for not velusteoring their services and who will be able 
sympathetically to estimate the weight and importance of such reasons, 
Provincial Appellate Tribunals constituted from the existing judiciary of 
the ogemnve ovinces will be provided to correct mistakes made by 
Local wana and a Central A 1 Tribunal for the whole of Canada, 
selected from among the present Judges of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
will be constituted in order that identical principles may be applied 
throughout the country. In this way every man may rest assured of the 
fair and full consideration of his circumstances the national require- 
ments both civil and military. ' 


Proclamation will announce the day 


A proclamation will issue calling out the bachelors and widowers 
referred to and fixing a day on or before which every man must report for 
service to the military authorities unless he has before that day made an 
application for exemption. 


How to apply for exemption . 

Applications for exemption may be made by written notice on forms 
which will be available at every post office, and will be transmitted free 
of postage. They will not, however, be required to be made in this way; 
but may be presented by the applicants in person to the exemption tri- 
brnals. The cases of those who have given written notice in advance 
will take precedence, and a ance in person will therefore be likely to 
involve considerably pet ae ere and delay to the men con- 
cerned, 90 that it is recommended that advantage be generally taken of 
the facilities for written application. 


Ottawa, September 11, 1917, 


Exemption Tribunals in all parts of Canada 


The local exemption tribunals will be constituted with the least delay 
possible, consistent with the selection of representative individuals to 
compose them, and the instruction of the members in their duties. There 
will be more than one thousand of such tribunals throughout Canada, each 
consisting of two members, one of whom will be nominated by a Joint 
Committee of Parliament, and the other by one of the Judges of the 
existing Courts. Every effort will be made by the wide distribution of 
tribunals, and by provision where necessary for their sitting in more than 
one place, to minimise the inconvenience to which men will be put in 
obtaining the disposition of their cases. 

A Registrar will be appointed in each Province, who will be named 
in the proclamation and to whom enquiries may be addressed. Each 
Provincial Registrar will transmit to the appropriate tribunal the appli- 
cations for exemption which have been submitted in advance of the sit- 
tings, and men who have sent these in will not be required to attend the 
tribunals until notified to do so, Other applicants should attend per- 
sonally on the tribunal without notice. 


How to report for service 


Men who do not desire to claim exemption will report to the military 
authorities for service either by mail or in person at any time after the 
issue of the proclamation. Forms of report by mail will be found in all 
post offices, and, like applications for exemption, will be transmitted free 
of postage. 


Early report advantageous 


No man who reports for service will, although he may be medically 
examined and passed as fit, he required to go into camp or join a battalion 
until after a day fixed by the proclamation sufficiently late to permit of 
the disposition by the local tribunals of most, if not all, of the applica- 
tions for exemption which may come before them. Thus no advantage 
will be gained by delaying or disadvantage incurred by prompt report for 
service on the part of those who do not intend to apply for exemption. 


Facilities for immediate medical examination 


Immediately upon the issue of the proclamation, medical boards will 
sit at every mobilization centre for the examination of men who report 
for service or who, subject to their right within the time limited to apply 
for exemption, desire to have their physical fitness determined in order to 
allay any doubt as to their physical condition, or to know definitely and 
in advance whether there is a possibility of their services being required. 
Certificates of physical unfitness issued by these Medical Boards will be 
accepted without any further investigation by exemption tribunals when 
they sit. Men found physically fit who have not reported for service 
may nevertheless apply for exemption on any of the prescribed grounds, 
including even their physical condition if dissatisfied with the Medical 
Board’s conclusion, e 


Notice to join the colors 


As reinforcements are required, notice to report to the nearest mobil- 
ization centre will be given from time to time to the men found liable and 
passed as fit for service. Disobedience of such notice will render the 
offender liable to punishment, but punishment for failure to report for 
military service, or to report subsequently for duty when called upon; 
will be imposed ordinarily by the ciyil magistrates; offenders, however, 
will remain liable for the performance of their military duties notwith- 
standing any civil punishment which may be imposed and will he liable 
to military punishment in cases in which civil proceedings are not taken. 


Watch for the Proclamation 

Notice of the day appointed for the making of a claim for exemption 
or for report for military service will be published as widely as possible, 
but, as no personal notice can be given until the individuals called out 
have so reported themselves or claimed exemption, men possibly con- 
cerned are warned to inform themselves with regard to the day fixed, 
gece neglect may involve the loss by them of important privileges and 
sights,

The effect is being felt all over the 
prairie in the holding up of the more- 
ment of cars. Men who go on strike 
in these critical times should be treat- 
ed as traitors. German influences are 
at work everywhere foementing un- 
rest among the workers and encour- 
aging strikes.
